manager for Axiom 
Entertainment, has proposed to 
build the Mainstreet America 
Inc. theme park on 1,800 acres of 
land located east of I-75 and 
north of Four Mile Road. 
_ The project has been placed on 
the Natural Resources 
Commission’s (NRC) committee 
of the whole meeting, which is 
scheduled to be held at 3 p.m. on 
Thursday, July 10, at the 
Munising American Legion in 
Munising in the Upper 
Peninsula. 

Dave Freed, chief of land and 
facilities for the DNR, said DNR 
staff and other groups typically 
address the entire NRC board at 
their meetings.

Crosson will be allowed to 
make a 15 to 20 minute presenta- 
tion on the project.

River House Inc. seeks to 
replace stolen bicycles

Officials at River House Inc. 
are seeking to have bicycles 
donated to the facility, for vic- 
tims of domestic violence, to 
replace a pair of bikes stolen ear- 
lier this month, 

Two bikes were stolen from 
River House Inc. during the 


evening hours on Wednesday, 


June 4. 

The mountain bike and 10- 
speed bike were donated to the 
River House Shelter five years 
ago, when it moved from its for- 
mer location on the Mercy 
Grayling Hospital Campus to its 
new facilities located off of 
North Down River Road in 
Grayling Township. 

The bikes were given to the 
shelter to give women and chil- 
dren staying there another means 
of transportation to run errands, 
a to appointments a and, for 
ted relition. oe 
Vandi Bikes § were ‘fakén fromi’a 
bike rack at the shelter. Larry 
Hufnagel, the financial coordina- 
tor for River House Inc., said the 
bikes were not locked to the bike 
rack due to the security. cameras 
at the facility and the staff time 


required to lock and uniock the 
bikes when the clients request to 
use them. 

. “We didn’t think we needed to 
lock them up because they 
weren’t any great thing, but I 
guess we're going to have to 
change that,’ said Hufnagel, 
who maintains the bikes at the 
shelter. 

Hufnagel filed a police report 
with the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office. He also spoke 
with sheriff office officials and 
Grayling City Police Chief Karl 
Schreiner regarding the possibil- 
ity of having the bikes replaced. 

Since Grayling Police and 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office officials have to go 
through necessary protocols 
before disposing of bikes, River 
House Inc. is seeking help from 
the community to have the bikes 
replaced. 

“We don’t have the money in 
our budget to replace t em, And 
“we dre: looking td the ebmtiiity 
‘to help us out,” Hufnagel éaid.”’ 


Hufnagel said that any bikes 


that are suitable to ride, or that 

may require minor maintenance, 

will fit the needs of the shelter. 
“What we're looking to 


replace them with is anything 
that is ridable,” he said, “We 
don’t want something that we 
have to put a bunch of money 
into because we just don’t have 


it ” 


Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said that finding a 
stolen bike is rare, but encour- 
ages anyone who has a bike 
missing to report it in case it is 
recovered by sheriff’s deputies. 
-“That’s one of the biggest 
problems we have, because if we 
find them, we have no idea who, 
they belong to,” Wakefield said. 
“If we find something, then we 
can match it up to the person it 
belongs to.”

Road Commission to grind Wakeley Bridge Road

- The Crawford County Road 
Commission’s board recently 
voted 3-0 to pulverize a portion 
of Wakeley Bridge Road, reduc- 
ing it to a gravel road until the 
Road Commission has the 
money to repave it. | 

Wakeley Bridge Road will be 
pulverized from M-72 to the 
bridge. The board has been 
exploring the idea of grinding the 
road down due to issues involvy- 
ing safety and money. Board 
members said the primary safety 
issues are caused by people rid- 
ing in the center or on the shoul- 
ders of the road to avoid pot- 
holes, increasing the risk of traf- 
fic collisions. The financial 
issues involve the increasing cost 
of patching materials, coupled 
with the increased need for 
patching on Wakeley Bridge 
Road due to deterioration of the 
pavement. 

“The cost of materials has 
gone up tremendously. It’s get- 
ting to be too costly for us to 


maintain it like that,” said Ken. 


Riehle, chairman of the Road 
Commission’s board of commis- 
sioners. “It’s costing us too much 
to maintain, and it’s a salcly 
issue.” 

“The road is so dangerous is 
what we’re concerned with, It’s a 
safety issue as much as any- 
thing,” said John Hartman, vice- 


‘chairman of the board. 


At last Thursday’s board meet- 
ing, Riehle said the Road 
Commission had spent $6,000 in 
the previous two weeks just on 
patching materials for Wakeley 
Bridge Road. 

Before making their decision, 
Road Commission officials 
mailed surveys to residents that 
live on and near Wakeley Bridge 
Road in an attempt to gather 
feedback on the issue from peo- 
ple who drive the road on a regu- 
lar basis. Riehle said 36 of the 
completed surveys they received 
were in favor of the plan to pul- 
verize it, and eight were against 
the proposal. 

Riehle said “most of the issues 


were safety” from those who 
responded in favor of grinding 
the road. Others mentioned the 
“cost factor for the people living 
on that road” due to necessary 
automobile repairs, Riehle said. 

“The surveys proved that 
there’s more people that want it 
pulverized,” Riehle said. 

The Road Commission hopes 


‘to have the money available to 


repave the two-mile stretch of 
Wakeley within “the next couple 
of years,” Riehle said. 

The Road Commission will 
have a proposal on this year’s 
November ballot that would gen- 
erate one mill per year for road 
improvements. Money generated 
by the millage could be used on 
Wakeley Bridge Road, if the pro- 
posal is approved by voters. 

Pulverizing of the two-mile 


stretch of Wakeley Bridge Road - 


is expected to start “as soon as 
possible,” according to Road 
Commission Managing Director 
Don Babcock. An exact date was 
not available as of Monday, June 


16.

She also said that most MSU 
students “are from middle- 
income families or those with 
modest means, yet they receive a 


globally competitive education 


from one of the top 100 research 
universities in the world. It’s a 
remarkable investment for them 
and for Michigan’s economic 
future.” 

Those are lofty thoughts, but 
with the out of pocket costs to the 
students and their families 
increasing at such a gallop, the 
university may. be flirting with 
the likelihood that fewer and 
fewer students can afford to pur- 
sue MSU’s “globally competitive 
education” and will have to opt 
for something {fess than the 
“remarkable investment” which 
studying at East Lansing pro- 
vides. 

This essay does not mean to 
single out MSU for these com- 
ments. An even higher freshman 


cost level prevails at University’ 


of Michigan, and the entire trend 
of spiraling student costs is evi- 
dent at most public and private 
colleges and universities. 

It’s a dilemma that will contin- 
ue for the middle-income and 
modest means families which 
still aspire for education for their 
‘young members.

Stop u unwanted 
text messages 


More than one billion text 
messages are sent everyday in 
the United States and studies 
show that more and more of 
those messages are spam. Not 
only is text message spam annoy- 
ing, it can slow down your cell 
phone by taking up memory and 
lead to unwanted charges on your 
wireless service bill. 

In 2003, Congress passed the 
Controlling the Assault of Non- 
Solicited . Pornography and 
Marketing (CAN-SPAM) Act, 
making it illegal to send unso- 
licited commercial e-mail mes- 
sages to wireless devices, includ- 
ing cell phones and pagers, with- 
out first receiving the consumer’s 
permission. 

There are a number of simple 
steps you can take to prevent 
spam from controlling your cell 
phone. 


If you receive a spam text mes-' 


sage, contact your wireless ser- 
vice provider immediately. This 
can sometimes help avoid 
unwanted charges on your cell 
phone bill and will ensure that 
they are aware of the problem. 

Activate spam filters. Contact 
your wireless customer service 
representative and ask about 
blocking spam through your 
account’s messaging prefer- 
ences, 

Register you cell phone num- 
ber with the National Do Not 
Call Registry at www.donot- 
call.gov. While the Do Not Call 
Registry is designed to stop tele- 
marketers from calling you, not 
text messaging you, it will limit 
the ability of telemarketers to 
contact you without your permis- 
sion.

plan project 50 percent complete 


The sewer system and waste 
“water treatment plant (WWTP) 
to service the Camp Cumalia 
(American Legion) area of Lyon 
and Beaver Creek Townships is 
“approximately 50 percent com- 
plete. Construction of the sewer 
lines and the WWTP started in 
.the fall of 2007 and all the homes 
in the Camp Curnalia Cottage 
Owners Association, along 
Higgins Lake, should be con- 
nected to the new system by 


December: 2008. The project is 


currently on schedule and well 
within budget. 

The construction of the sewage 
collection and treatment system 
_is the culmination of many years 
‘of effort by a number of govern- 
‘ment entities and individuals. 
‘The Camp Curnalia area of 
Higgins Lake has one of the 
highest population densities on 
Higgins Lake, and has been iden- 
tified as a potential “hot spot” for 
septic discharge and elevated 
nutrient levels in the near shore 
area of the lake. 

Area water wells are also 
being impacted by septic dis- 
charges, and permits for new 
septic/drainfields are rarely able 
to be issued due to the lack of 
suitable isolation distance from 
‘water wells. Holding tanks with 
pump and haul requirements are 
now the norm for new on-site 
systems. 

The Camp Curnalia cottages 
.are located in Beaver Creek 
‘Township of Crawford County 
‘and = Lyon ‘Township of 
.Roscommon County. Most of 
ithe cottages are in Lyon 
‘Township with the remainder in 
' Beaver Creek. In the early stages 
‘of the project, Lyon Township 
‘and Beaver Creek worked 
together, 


Paul Tatro, the supervisor for 
Lyon Township, and Lee Riley, 
the supervisor for Beaver Creek 
Township, spent a tremendous 
amount of time to get the project 
off the ground. They worked to 
locate funding sources, perform 
the required legal work and 
retained an engineering firm to 
study and recommend solutions 
to the problem. 

In May 2007, the townships 
formed the Higgins Lake 
Utilities Authority to finance, 
design, build and operate the 
sewer system and WWTP. The 
respective township boards 
appointed members to serve on 
the Authority Board. The 
Authority retained C2AE, an 
engineering firm. from Gaylord, 
to design and oversee the con- 
struction of the systems. 

At the same time the town- 
ships were organizing and form- 
ing the utilities authority, the 
Camp Curnalia Cottage Owners 
Association was created. 
Ownership of the Camp Curnalia 
land was transferred from the 
State of Michigan to the 
Association, thereby enabling 
the townships to levy a special 
assessment to pay for the sys- 
tems. 

The process of changing the 
land ownership from the original

“American Legion” lease 
arrangement to a private associa- 
tion was difficult and required a 
lot of legal work with the State of 
Michigan. The end result is that 
the Camp Curnalia Cottage 
Owners Association now has the 
legal authority to cooperate with 
the Higgins Lake Utilities 
Authority to complete the sewer 
systems. 

The cost of the construction of 
the entire project is $4.6 million, 
plus legal and engineering costs. 
The money has come from a 
number of different sources. 


Rep. Dave Camp’s office was | 


instrumental in securing an EPA 
grant of $930,000. During the 
design phase of the project, 
grants were also received from 
the State of Michigan for 
$350,000 and from the Higgins 
Lake Foundation for $40,000. 
The remainder of the funding 
came in the form of a low inter- 
est loan from the State of 
Michigan State Revolving Fund 
and the sale of a local bond issue 
by the Utilities Authority. The 
loan and bonds are being paid 
back by a special assessment on 


the property in the Camp 
Curnalia Cottage Owners 
Association.
